Four Big Fights 


London. May 6.—Four great battles, 


two by land and two by sea. have 
been fought In the far east during tho 
last twenty-four hours. By .a sudden 
dash out of northwestern- Korea, the 
Russians have defeated the Japanese 
forces below the Yalu In a second 
great fight, according to reports from 
St. Petersburg. A dispatch In tho 
Central Xcwa from the Russian capi- 
tal says a rumor la current them that 
a second battle has been fought at 
Kin Llau Cheng. In which the Rus- 
sian loss was 7.000. the Japanese loss 
10.000 men, nn.1 resulted In the Japa- 
nese being driven back in disorder. 


Vlodlvostok Squadrcn Engaged 


Persistent rumors from both Japa- 


nese and Russians sources 
confirm 


the report of a naval engagement be- 
tween the Vladivostok and Vice Ad- 
miral Kamlmtira's squadrons. 
While 


these three great battles were being 
fought, according to report. Rear Ad- 
miral Togo was pounding away with 
Oils squadron on Port Arthur and was 
hurling a rain of shot and shell Into 
that unfortunate city. The attack be- 
gan at daybreak and fighting still 
continues. 
The additional Informa- 


tion reaches liere to the effect that a 
fleet of forty Japanese battleships and 
transports were sighted off Wei-Hal- 
Wei Tuesday morning.

IS A DYING MAN 


Noted Pennsylvania Politician Making Ready 


To Leave This World. 


ARRANGES HIS BUSINESS MATTERS 


Secures -Appointments for His Friends and Followers, 


Where They Will Be Well Cared For 


in the Future.

Washington, May 'c.—Senator Mat- 


thew Stanley Quay,' one of the moat 
picturesque figures In American poli- 
tics, ami perhaps the niont astute pel- 
Itlxan In the United States, Is calmly 
ana deliberately making preparations 
for his death; 


For the last year the Pennsylvania 


boss has been falling In health and ho 
Is so weak and emaciated that hu 
realizes the end la not far distant. In 
the methodical manner characteristic 
of him he Is arranging his business af- 
fairs, making provision for his friends, 
und securing appointments for his 
political followers. 


This utmost secrecy Is observed re- 


garding the malady of Senator Quay, 
and even the name of his physician Is 
concealed. 
Ho la 
suffering 
.with 


asthma and u serkum liver complaint. 


Gives Up Active Politics. 


Since the extra session of congress 


convened Senator Quay has been un- 
able to attend to his public duties, and 
last full ho turned over the manage- 
ment of political affairs In Pennsyl- 
vania to Senator Penrose, who Is now 
the active leader In the state, subject 
of course to the direction of Senator 
Quay: Mr. Quay came to Washington 
soon after congress convened and re- 
mained here for some time, but he 
rarely appeared In the senate. 
In 


January he went to St. Lucle, his 
home In Florida, .and remained there 
a month. Ho 'returned to Washington 
and was hero a few days, but his con- 
dition was such that his appearance 
startled' his friends; there was abso- 
lutely no^lniprovemont:

Shortly after arriving here ho col- 


lapsed and there was grave fears the 
end was at hand. He rallied, however, 
and has not been confined to his bed 
since that time and Is able to take 
short walks and drives. 


One of the strangest Indications .of 


tho fact that the senator Is'making 
preparations for the end la that he 
secured the appointment of'htesecre* 
tary, William F. Wright, as;i$JHul at 
Munich. 
Wright has been''Senator 


Quay's secretary for twelve years and 
the senator has never permitted him 
to leave him for any length of time. 
Uut he has now parted with him per* 
mnuently. 


Rebels at Restriction. 


. Senator Quay has been placed on a 
diet by his physician, as his stomach 
Is so weak It will retain no nourish* 
incut, lie rebels against restrictions 
placed upon him by his physicians. 
Ho Is an inveterate smoker, and U is 
well known the senator is in the 
habit of tailing several drinks of wln« 
and whisky-overy day. Ho has bee* 
restricted to one cigar and ono drink; 
but in order to take full advantage ot 
tho privilege allowed 
him 
by bis 


physician' tho senator purchases the 
.biggest cigar he can ilnd and makes It 
last all day. 


Senator Quay is an indomitable 


fighter,, and he never has known .de- 
feat except when the senate, declined 
to seat him-after ho had'been ap*. 
pointed to that body. by. .the .governor 
of Pennsylvania in .1899.. after 
the 


legislature had boon 'dead locked dur- 
ing the entire session.

Cold Weather 


Wheth«r any other trees through- 


out the country were damaged to any 
extent In Ilka manner Is not known 
but It is probable. According to the 
Boston Transcript this destruction of 
trees by field mice was duo entirely 
to the extreme cold, weather of the 
past winter. It Is said that last sum- 
mer the number of mice Increased 
wonderfully In number and that when 
winter camo and they had no supply 
of dried- grass to live on they turned 
to the trees as their 
only means of 


food. 


Under the Snow 


Just as the field mouse in summer 


remains hidden under tho bunches of 
grasses eo in the winter they make 
little burrows underneath 
miow to 


their feeding places. In many places 
the snow was quite deep and thus 
tho mouse could climb higher onto 
the trunk, of tho trees where tho nour. 
Ishmcnt would 'he softer and still he 
under the covering 
of snow. The 


rabbits arc also said to have helped 
the mice In tills destruction for the 
same reasons. 


Lives on Grass Roots 


Tho meadow mouse, ono has It on 


the authority of Mr. Baynes, is ono 
of our 'commonest animals. It lias 
not the tin can appetite of a goat; 
but It will subsist on grass and tho 
roots of grass, and- on most other veg- 
etable matter. It keeps 
down in- 


ni] m era to Insects that prey upon tho 
crops. It occasionally, feeds 
upon 


animal flesh', and when pressed by 
the famine of severe winter It takes 
to tho bark and 'buds of young trees. 
In addition to 
this hardiness It IB 


highly prolific. Eight young appear 
at a birth, two or throe broods are 
raised In n season, and the femalo is 
full of resource in saving her young 
from harm. Occasionally- they de- 
vour one of their own kind; but or ill 
narlly murder and self-slaughter arc
